The building Is a fine oldstruo* 
lure. The aol for constructing it, 
us it, now stands, was approved by 
the legislature as far, buck as i 

and tlii>s<> who have access to tiles 
of Now Orleans, Viokfburg, Natchez, 

or Baton Rouge papers of August, 

lK. r >:s, will fi in) advertisements call 

Ifig for bids for constructing the 
Institution building. 

Bul it was not until four years 
later that, the udininisl rators were 
able to report: " Wo now have the 
satisfaction of presenting the build- 
log of the Louisiana Institution for 
the Deaf, Dumb and Blind complete 

in all its parts to the judgment of 

the legislhl tire and the per. pie of the 

Stale." 

The total expense of the building, 
not Including the grounds, as shown 

by the old reports, was $206 

and at the date of completion there 

wore only forty six pupils, inclu.l- 

log the deaf and the blind. Louis- 
iana could then claim the distinc- 
tion of having the largest and most 

Imposing building devoted to the 

education of the deaf and dumb 
and the blind of any other Stales in 

the Union of a like number ol 

pupils. 

The Slate builded well, and lliis 
Institution was probably th>' 
most Imposing building in the Slate 
at that time. The names of the 
members of the first board will tie 

recalled by t,he older residents of 
our Stale as some of the leadin:' 

men of affairs at thai time. Thev 
were Gen, Jos, Bernard, president; 

William S. Pike, secretary and trea 
surer; Dr. D. P Harney, Col. 
Nolah Stewart, Msj, .lames N 

Brown, Dr. T. .1. Bufflngton, Maj 

Auguslin Duplantlei, and James S.

With theM reminsicent remarks, 
we will take a t eiders for a trip 
through the present day institution 
It is the same old building, but not 

one of Hie active spirits of bygone 

days is connected wilh the institu- 
tion at present,. Only one face is 
there that could have boon seen 
there as a little girl on Dec. 

• J, and that face to-day a wrin 
kledand seared one, sight loss and 
deal, cared for all these years by 
the charity of the State in lieu of 
other friends or relatives, of which 

she is bereft. We refer to the old 
deaf and dumb and blind lady, 
Aimdia Ansel m, 

While the Stale supports this in 
Kt it lit ioti strictly as one of her edit 
national institutions, and not as an 
asylum or hospital, yet no one will 

criticise the authorities for over- 
stepping the bounds of the law in 

the care .if this old, dcHlilute and 
helpless woman. 

A visitor upon entering the 

institution is ushered into the I 
front hall, and is immediately im- 
pressed wilh the artistic ornamenta- 
tion of its walls, and he is told thai 
this decoration is the recent handi- 
work of n w department of in 

dust iy Inaugurated almost two years 
ago by the present superintendent 

as a means of broadening the Id 

lotion's facilities for Imparting In 

dusti.al Instruction to its pupils. 

While the building, as has been 
slated, impresses one from Hie out- 
side there has been, until recently, 
little attention paid to the ..ma 
mentation Of Hie interior. These 
decorated walls, the visitor is told, 
are the peSUll <>l the WOI k of the 
boys under a skilled foreman. 

At present there are ten boys, 

ranging from 10 to 18 years of age, 

who are fitting themselves for hi 
painters and interior decorators.

Hero a visitor is show n the very 

beginning of the deaf child's eduoa 

Hon. Ushered into the room of the 

beginners' class, we are Intro- 
duced to Miss Catherine King, who 
Is surrounded by a dozen or fifteen 
little tots, with eyes riveted upon 

the face of the teacher, and more 
especially upon her lips and visible 

\..cai organs, learning how to fix 

their mouths to articulate single 
words, such as cat, dog, boy, etc. 
Qlanolng around the room we 

ootioe on the targe walls the same 

sinuler words, written in bold script, 
and in addition there were in evi 
deuce pictures of cats, boys, etc., in 
plain view. The teacher, who, by 
the way, has had about til teen years, 

experience in the teaolag of t he 

deaf, would lake the pupils singly 
and go through the motions of ar- 
ticulation necessiry to produce 
these words, and the feeble efforts 
of th<- little deaf children »,t imita 
tiou produced utterances which we 
OOUld wilhoii much stretch of the 
imagination Interpret correctly. 

Hear in mind, these little children 

have been to school bul a tew 
weeks and are just, beginning to 
learn that all things have names. 
They are beginning to associate 
the letters, " e a I," w hen com- 
bined together with the picture ol 
a cat and with the animal itself. 

By and by, the teacher fold us, 
they will awaken to the fact that 
there are other combinations of 
letters which will represent them 
individually, such as " P r an k," 
" Ma r y," etc. In othei words, 
we were told thai Very soon they 
would begin lo understand that 
they themselves have name 
well as that everything else has a 
name; and they will learn how to 
write that name and atlicuLlo it 
more or less plainly 

Moving from this youngest class 

to the class that has been In school 

now nine months, and which has 
gone Over the same kind Of instruc- 
tion, we were introduced to Miss 

August Barman, a lady who has 
also had many years of experience 
iii teaching the deaf, in this class 

we note progress. As in the other 
class, (hey are gathered around the 
teacher and are taking from the 
teacher's lips whole sentences in 

the form of commands, as " Irving, 

shut the door." Irviu then obeys 

the command by shutting the door, 
with all Intently i iveted upon the 

act ion. 

Then the teacher requires the 

idass in concert to saj , "Irving, shut 
the door," and then requires Irving 
lo say, " I shut the door," and then 
all write with pencil and paper the 

sa sentence. Thus the patient 

work goes on. These little ones 
have learned that they hue names, 
learned what they are, and are now 

learning Eoglish, and a portion of 

the olaSS to articulate fairly well 
sentences .1. 'script ive of things that 
they do. 

Moving from this idass, we are 
introduced to an elderly, while 
haired teacher, Mr. James Good win, 

himself a deaf-mute, who has been 

connected with this institution tor 

over twenty years. To Mr. Qood- 

win is assigned a class of children 
who for various reasons are unable 
lo do an.v thing in Hie way id' arti 
dilating, lint whose knowledge of 
the written language is imparl si in 
much the same way as in the other 

primary classes, beginning with 

single wolds and developing into 
simple sentences descriptive of v 

blo actions, 

We were si ruck wit lit ho panorama 
ol pictures of alniOSl every con- 
ceivable thing which adorn the wall 

blackboards along one side of the 
room, then- remaining permanently 

for the pupils. These pictures are 

made wilh colored crayons and are 

the handiwork of Mi. Goodwin him 

self. 

Prom Mi Goodwin's room 

to the class ol Mi- Ueiifro, which 
is a step above in grade. Mrs 
Ken fro has been with the deaf and 
dumb all her life and has a OlUSI 
peouliai interest in that a portion 
of I heai have partial hearing, and 
(his modicum of hearing is Utilised 

by Indvldual Instruction given in a 

loud VOlce and through the in 
lerveiition of hearing lull.-. The 
balance of hei class receive instrilc 
tiou through action writing similar 
to the ot her primary classes.

the class of Miss Eugenia Thornton. 

This class, we were told, has been 
in school two terms and is now en 
tering the third. With a portion of 
this articulation is also used and a 
still more difficult sentence form 
Questions are also introduced here, 
t he pupils asking one another simple 
questions. Miss Thornton, in ad- 
dition to her regular class work, de- 
votes an hour a day to the teaching 
of drawing to several of t he ot hoi 
classes. Drawing was systematical 
iy introduced last year for the liist 

time, 
From Miss Thornton's room we 

were taken to the class of Miss 

Charlotte Hall, an attractive young 

lady, herself deaf, recently gradu- 
ated from the Illinois Stale School 
and the National College at Wash 
ington. Miss Hall is carrying on 
English teaching on the same lines, 
a step in advance. Here we saw 
some Independent composition 
work in the shape of little journals 
descriptive of things that had hap- 
pened outside the school, expressed 

in as good English as their ability 
permitted. Little stories were also 
produced in English which they 

hail read or hoi been told in the 

sign language. 
We were then ushered into l he 

class ol Mr. Sullivan, also a deaf 

gentleman with ability to speak, 

who has been with the corps of the 
institution about live years. Mr. 
Sullivan's class was also working 
awav at the intricate and Confusing 
English Language, which, by the 

way, it must, lie borne in mind, is 
as much a foreign language to the 
deaf and dumb as Sanscrit would 

lie to us 

We were shown many amusing 
mistakes, not only in Mr. Sullivan's 
rooms, but elsewhere, .in attempts 
to put into correct English their 
thoughts. We say amusing, but 
it, is anything but amassing to the 
teaohei and pupil, forit straighten- 
ing out these mistakes therein lies 
the science of teaching the deaf. 
In this class the teaching of mini 
tiers is begun, along with English 
expression. 

The next class visited was that of 
Mr Kdwar.l Garrett, another deaf 
gentleman, able to speak, and also 
a graduate of the same schools that 
Miss Hall graduated from We neg- 
lected to say that Mi. Sullivan is a 
graduate of the Philadelphia school 
and the National College at Wash- 
ington. Mr. (iarrett's class is wrest- 
ling with the English language, 
Utilizipg all the Others plans men- 
tioned, and show advanced ability 
in expression. They also are 
farther advanced in arithmetic and 
ible to read with more in- 
telligence hooks and papers, and 
with less difficulty. 

The next class visited was that < f 
Mist Nellie On nay, who was one of 
the early teachers of this school, 
beginning her work in 1888. Miss 
Cornav's class is still farther ad 

vauced in both English and arith- 
metic and have had some til I lo of 
historial and geographical stories as 
an introduction to these studies. In 
addition to her class room work Miss 

Gornay, as well as Mr. Sullivan, 

have charge of the children of 
Catholic parents, preparing them 
for various rites of the church. 
They accompany them regularly to 
mass and other church services and 

give oat ech ism instruction on Sun- 
day 

Prom Miss Co nay's class we 
wore introduced to Mi. II. P. 
Tracy, who has charge of the most 

advanced class. Mr liaev has 
also been connected with this 
institution for fifteen years. Here 
wo notice the great development 
which patience and science has 
wrought,. This class of young 
ladies and gentlemen, ranging from 
HI to l!i years of ... bright a 

class of young people as one would 
my where. And while their 
ability to express themselves in 

English is quite a great deal better 

than any of the others we have vet 
seen. Mi. Tracy tells us that the 

Imparting. o( English is still the 

most difficult portion of his work. 
The knowledge of aril hinel io, 

iphy and history is Imparted 
with more ease than that of Eng- 
lish expression. In addition to Mr. 
Tracy's school work he is foreman 
of the printing Office, where the 
trade of printing and type sett ing 
is taught lo a class of boys. A 

Creditable little paper called 

the Pelican, giving news of the in* 

(dilution and the profession is 



published bi-monthly during the 
school term under Mr. Tracy's 
supervision, and it is generally 
subscribed for by parents of pupils 
all over the State 

A visit to the printing office con- 
vinced us that a deaf boy can make 
a good printer and type setter. 
Mr. Tracy himself is a graduate of 
the Iowa Institution for the Deaf 
and of the National College at 
Washington, and is a practical 
printer, and he is turning out some 
good printers in his office. 

From the printing office we were 
taken lo the shoe shop, in charge of 
a deaf man by the name of Mr. .1. 
II. Jeinigan, where a small class of 
boys were learning their trade, and 
seemingly well; and thence to the 

cabinet and carpentery shop, in 
charge of Mr. I,. L. lie -nigan, a 
deaf man. This shop is a scene of 
activity in wood working. There 
we saw boys at the turning lathe 
and at the jig saw and at the 
carpenter's bench, all busily engag- 
ed in turning out some piece of 
work laid out for them by the fore- 
man. 

One boy was finishing a kitchen 
table and others wore at work at 
fifteen school desks for one of the 
school rooms. The shops are an 
Important part of the education of 

the deaf, I'm here they are given 
the practical knowledge of some 
handicraft which will aid them 

in makings living for themselves. 

Superintendent Walker exhibits 
a letter written to him by the father 
ot one of his pupils telling of the 
boy's success in a carpenter shop 
of his own established at his home. 

The father lives in Rapides 
parish and says that the young man 
has nil (he work he can do. lle 
further praises the institution by 
saying that of his twelve children 
none is as capable of sellsupport as 
lie deaf boy who was sent to Baton 
Rouge. 

Going back lo the main building, 
we notice several paiuteis on lad- 
ders engaged in painting the walls 
of one of the wings, and were told 
that these were member of the 

house painting class, in charge of 

A. P. Mitchell as foreman 

We then proceeded to the expe- 
rimental kitchen, in charge of the 
housekeeper and domestic science 
teacher, Miss Elisabeth Binohman, 

Here were a do/.en young girls in 
white caps and aprons surrounding 
the teacher who was giving a lesson 
in the preparation of a dish later to 
ho Cooked and served on some of 
the tallies in the dining room. The 
object is to give every girl a chance 
to secure a fair knowledge of scien- 
tific preparation of foods. 

In addition to this the product of 
this kitchen is utilized to a consid- 
erable extent, thereby assisting in 
furnishing the tables. Walking 
along the gallery from the kitchen 
to the general dining room wo no- 
tice a bevy of little boys of all sizes 
around the wood pile, and wo wor • 
told by Superintendent Walker 
that it was his plant to make every 
boy on the place think that h 
an Important cog in the industrial 
wheel ol the institution— that he 
had certain oulies lo perform. 

The superintendent said that in a 
great many of the cases little or no 
benefit came from their effort* other 

than the principle Was maintained 
that all had to do a lit tie work. On 
the ether hand, he said that the 
aggregate of work accomplished 
amounted 'o considerable ; tor in- 
stance, thirty cords of wood is gen- 
erally cut 0p and Split and housed; 
the sell. >ob oonis are swept J the tires 
ate made and coal brouht in, and 
the lawn and llower beds kept clean, 
all under the supervision of Mr. 
Floyd Lindsay*, a former pupil. 

Entering the large dining room 
at meal tune is a si^ht worth seeing. 
I 'A cry thing is clean and in order, 

the boys and girls sitting at tables 

like families. Supervisors wore on 
duty to look after their needs and 
Superintendent Walker told us 
thai he had at dinner, including 
officers and help, 160 persons. 
The supplies are bought in large 

quantities by wholesale, as a tnle, 

and kept under lock and key by 
one of the I cachets, who acts as 
storekeeper. The supplies are is- 
sued only by written requisition ap 

proved by the superintendent The 
maintenance of the institution in- 
volves the expenditure of $2fi,00ii a 
year. No charge whatever is made 
to parents of pupils living in the 
State of Louisiana. School con- 



tinues usually eight months, and 
vacations are spent at the various 
homes scattered over the State. 

Leaving the dining room, we 
were shown the sewing room, in 
charge of Mrs. Hicks of Grant 
parish, and Miss Etna Tate of St. 
Landry parish, a former pupil of 
the institution. These ladies are 
supervisors and have charge of the 
girls outside of school, instructing 
them in the care of their clothing 
and in practical sewing and dress- 
making. 

Supeiintcndent Walker has as his 
office assistant and visitors guide 
Miss Annie Walsh, a young lady 
well known in Baton Rouge. In a 
little cottage separate from the main 
building is the boys' hospital, pre- 
sided over by Miss Hattie Woods, 
also of BatOfl RoUge, as nurse and 
caretaker of the clothing of the 
smaller boys. 

Not one is sick at the time this 
article is written and their health is 
unusually good, a death St the 
institution seldom occurring. Not 
more than two deaths have occuned 
in twenty years. The present at- 
tending ph-ysioian is Dr Chas. Mc- 
Yoa, and the board of trustees is 

composed of the following' gentle- 
men: Governor N. 0. Blanchard, 
ex-offieio president ; D M. Raymond 
vice president; John P. Irvine, Dr. 
S. O. Scruggs, Frank A. Blanchard, 
A. V, Dubrooa, O St. Dixier, E. L. 

Woodside, Jr.; J. B. Aswell, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, ex-olVicio. 

We must say that the organiza 
lion, as it appears to any visitor 
who will take the pains to investi- 
gate, is deserving of commenda- 
tion, and the quality of educational 
vvoik that is being turned out by 
this important State institution is 
I high order ami we 
wish to nrge upon n >t only our 
citizens ot Baton Rouge, but upon 
the citizens of the Slate at large to 
familial ize themselves as a matter 
of general information with what 
the State is doing along this line. 

Superintendent Walker tells us 

that the school is now the largest in 
numbers ot any time in its history, 
there being 141 pupils enrolled arid 
ten teachers in the literary depart- 
ment and (ive in the industrial de 
partment. The superintendent has 
followed this profession for twenty- 
live years, having been at One time 
in charge of the largest institution 
of its kind — the Illinois institution 
with ovei 500 students. 

He tells us that there are yet 
numbers of children who should 
be at school here, ami it is his aim 
to get their o location started at the 
proper age. As much publicity as 
possible should be given to "this 
institution by well informed persons 
reading this article, in order that 
every deaf child in the State should 
be gotten into this school 

It is entirely free and there is no 
reason why parents should not send 
their children, and be glad to. Any 
visitor will fool well repaid by veri- 
fying by a personal visitation the 
account we have thus tried to give 
our readers ot how the St:. 
Louisiana is educating her deaf 
and dumb children.

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SpruceWood,Ont., Nov. 16 — Al- 
though since birth he had never 
a sound or uttered a word, 
Hans Farret is one of the best 
hunters and trappers In the Lake 
Miinrniska region, 275 miles due 
north of here, where he has lived 
for thirty- two years without seeing 
a larger settlement than a Hudson 
Hay Company's trading post. 

Parrel is deaf and dumb, but en- 
joys perfect health and has been so 
successful financially that he ex- 
pectl soon to give up the woods and 

tie on a farm in some civilized 
community. Thirty years ago he 
lived in the Lake St. John district, 
and there met a young woman who 
undertook to teach him to read and 
write. VVhileshe was thus employ- 
ed pupil and instructress fell in 
love and were married. The union 
resulted in one child, now a youth of 
eighteen, who makes yearly trips to 

regon for ammunition, traps, 
clothing and other necessaries in 
woodland life. 

The elder Farret was seen recent' 
ly by Jndson Morse, a sportsman 
iron Toronto, who later spent 
several days here. He gives an 
interesting account of the hunter, 
his methods of trapping and bunting 
and his aims and ambitions.

Tom Nash was a hoy of my own 
age — the postmaster's son. The 
Mississippi was frozen across, and 
he and I went skating one night, 
probably without permission. I can 
not see why we should go skating in 
the night unless without permission, 
for there could be no considerable 
amusement to be gotten out of 
skating at night if nobody was go- 
ing to object to it. 

About midnight, when we were 
more than half a mile out towatd 
the Illinois shore, we heard some 
ominous rumbling and grinding, 
and crashing going on between us 
and the home side of the river, and 
we knew what it meant— the ice 
was breaking up. We started for 
home, pretty badly scared. We 
flew along at full speed whenever 
the moonlight sifting down between 
the clouds enabled us to tell which 
was ice and which was water. In 
the pauses ws waited ; and started 
again whenever there was a good 
bridge of ice; paused again when 
we came to naked water and waited 
in distress until a floating vast cake 
should bridge that place. 

It took us au hour to make the 
trip — a trip which we made in a 
misery of apprehension all (he time. 
But at last we arrived within a very 
brief distance of the shore. We 
waited again; there was another 
[dace that needed bridging. All 
about us the ice was plunging and 
grinding along and piling Itself up 
in mountains on the shore, and the 
dangers were increasing, not dimin- 
ishing. 

We grew very impatient to get 
to solid ground, so we sttirted too 
early and went springing from cake 
to cake. Tom made a miscalcula- 
tion, and fell short He got a bitter 
bath, but he was so close to shore 
that he only had to swim a Stroke 
or two — then his feel struck hard 
bottom and he crawled out. I ar- 
rived a little later, without accident 
Wehadjbeen in a drenching per 
spiration, and Tom's bath was a dis 
aster for him. He took to his bed 
sick, and had a procession of dis- 
eases The <dosiug one was scarlet 
fever, and he came out it stone 
deaf. 

Within a year or two speech de- 
parted, of course. Rut some years 
later he was taught to talk, after a 
fashion — one couldn't always make 
out what it was he was trying to say. 
Gf course he could not modulate his 
voice, since he couldn't hear him- 
self talk. When be supposed he 
was talking low and confidentially, 
you could hear him in Illinois 

Four years ago (1902) I was in- 
vited by Hie University of Missouri 
to come out there and receive the 
honorary degree of LL.T>. I 
took that opportunity to spend a 
week in Hannibal — a city now, a 
village iu my day. It had been 
fifty-three years since Tom Nash 
and I had had that adventure. 
When I was at the railway station 
ready to leave Hannibal, there was 
a crowd of citizens there. 

I saw Tom Nash approaching me 
across a vacant apace, and I walk- 
ed toward him, for I recognized 
him at once. He was old 
white headed, but the boy of fifteen 
was still visible iu him. He came 
up to me, made a trumpet of his 
hands at my ear, nodded his head 
toward the citizens aud said con- 
fidentially—in a yell like a fog- 
hoi n —
